Men do not gather tigs off thistles. 
Tho Premier iliiuntetl liofore a too 
credulous House, "Thirty oliieinls 
discharged, and thirty-six thousand 
dollars of the People's money saved." 
Tho namoB of tho thirty dismissed 
officials were conveniently ■withheld. 
Tho ex-Premier proved twenty-two out 
of tho thirty-six thousand dollars to 
ho an impudent fraud upon the House, 
and predicted that the whoU thirty- 
six thousand would prove to ba some- 
thing worse than a fraud upon tho 
country. It would really seem as 
though that prediction were now being 
fulfilled in all its hitter consequences. 
Prom every outlying District com- 
plaints are reaching us. It would ap- 
pear that, in seeking to substitute 
what is called tho fee system for that 
of fixed salaries, tho Executive have 
made tho unpardonable mistake of 
knocking away the old prop before 
the new one was placed in position, 
and, as might have been expected, 
the edifice has come tumbling down 
about their ears. The change was at 
host, a critical undertaking, demand- 
ing the exercise of the greatest caution 
and skill ; and, oven then, there are 
communities in tho Province where 
it should never have been attempted al 
all. It has beeu said that 

"Tools rush in whore Angola fear to tread." 

The present Ministry would seein to 
hava exemplified tho truth of the 
Baying. They rushed blindly and in- 
discriminately into what ought to have 
toon brought about cautiously and 

fradually; and, of course, the result 
as been revolution and confusion, 
tho full consequences of which ono 
does not care to anticipate. "Were 
there any possibility of giving tho 
Government credit for an honest desire 
to lighten the people's burdens by 
economizing in the administration, ono 
might, and doubtless would, look with 
n more lenient eye upon the condition 
of things evoked by their indiscretion. 
But tho voting of extravagant salaries 
to themselves and tho creation of new- 
portfolios and new Ministers deprives 
them of all credit for being actuated 
by any such motives. The people seo 
plainly enough that they have been 
left without any adequate machinery 
for transacting the public business and 
enforcing law and order in tho out- 
lying Districts — not because there was 
no money to pay for such services, not 
because the money was wanted for re- 
productive public works throughout 
the country, but because the money 
thus saved from dismissed subordi- 
nates was wanted by the heads. As 
the Premier himself put it, Ministers 
must be paid large salaries in order to 
keep up their dignity, and the number 
of Ministers must be increased in order 
to make a strong Government. And 
thus tho Executive is to bo the groat 
wen which is to absorb what ought in 
common fairness to be for the susten- 
ance of all parts of tho body police. 
Under these circumstances, it is not to 
bo expected that the people in these 
neglected Districts will regard with 
any degree of complacency depriva- 
tions which are tho result of a selfish 
and dangerous process ot centraliza- 
tion. Hud the Government, in at- 
tempting, however bunglingly, the in- 
auguration of a new system, given the 
slightest evidence of an honest desire 
for beneficial retrenchment in the 
public service they would have had 
the sympathy, even if they coidd not 
have tho support, of the public. But, 
as the matter stands, the attempt has 
boon characterised by such egregious 
folly and the motive is so obviously one 
of unmitigated selfishness that the popu- 
lar indignation now rolling in from all 
quarters need surprise no one. Et 
muy bo possible for the Government 
even yet to stay the mischief, — in some 
measure retrieve the errors of the past. 
It is truo that tho Ministry would he 
placed in a somewhat humiliating posi- 
tion before the country. But surely it 
is bettor that Ministers should endure 
a little humiliation in consequenco of 
an erroneous, bungling, sellish policy 
than that tho country should be driven 
into self -government by Vigilance 
Committees and Judge Lynch. Minis- 
ters must even learn to study the 
country's good first — their own dignity 
and kgrandisement afterwards.

Kanaimo Harbour- 
It will bo remembered that, during last 
Bssaion of the Legislature, tho member 
lor Nanaimo moved an Address calling 
tho attention of the Federal authorities to 
tho necessity of having Nanaimo Harbour 
properly buoyed and marked. We under- 
stand that, in pursunnoe of instructions 
from Ottawa, Cant, Cooper will proceed 
to Nanaimo this morning for the purpose 
of initiating the more urgent harbour im- 
provomenta and reporting as to tho.se of 
u nioro extended character. Whiles ac- 
knowledging the alacrity with which tho 
Dominion authorities have acted in this 
instance, wo desire to impress upon tho 
icpresontnti vo of tho Marian Department, 
in thin province tho growing maritime im- 
portance of the port of Nanaimo, and its 
consequent claim on the Department. Tho 
most important sea-port, ita trade cannot, 
fail to bo largely augmented by tho new 
coal initios now being opened u|> and de- 
veloped on Departure Boy and Newcastle 
Island, to eay nothing of the still greater 
expansion consequent up»n railway and 
Diner enterprises. Nature has done much 
far Nanaimo; Governments very little. In 
truth, it has boon well nigh ignored *i Ito- 
tfother by local Governments, if wo except 
the oror-wafcohful earo of tho tax-gatherer. 
But, in, spite of neglect, it is forcing it-

HOUSE OP COMMON'S, 18TH MARCH, 

Tho Committee on Privileges reported 
as follows on tho West Peterboro Election: 

"That whereas tho returning officer of 
tho electoral division of West Peterbo- 
ro had returned Mr. Win. Clinton as 
the person to represent the constituency, 
and as it did not appear from tho return 
that the Haul "William Cluxton was in any 
way disqualified to sit in the House; there- 
fore tho Committee ought not to declare 
that the said Win. Cluxton was not enti- 
tled to Hit intbo House but that they ought 
to leave the case to bo determined in the 
usual manner by a Parliamentary Elec- 
tions Committee." 

Whereupon , after somo discussion, Mr. 
Huntingdon moved: — 

"That tho report of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections concerning the 
return of a member of this House for tho 
West Biding of the County of Peterboro 
bo not concurred in, but that it be resolved 
that, in order to protect the rights of the 
people, and particularly the voters of 
West Peterboro, t ho House should cause 
tho return to bo amended, and tho name 
of John Bertram to be iusertad instead of 
William Cluxton as tho member for West 
Peterboro." 

This motion, it will bo observed, is 
substantially the same as Mr. Blake's, on 
the 7th, when the Government were sus- 
tained by a majority of 16. 

Mr. ,T. Spencer Thompson took part in 
the debate supporting tho Government 
view, that tho ease ought to take its regu- 
lar course before the Committee on Elec- 
tions. 

Hon. Mr. Huntingdon replied to the 
arguments against his amendment, and 
severely rebuked tho leader of tho Gov- 
ernment for having instigated a spirit of 
sectionalism against old Canada which 
porvaded the speeches of tho gentlemen 
from tho Lower Provinces, Manitoba, and 
British Columbia. 

""After a lengthy debate, which lasted till 
o o'clock in the morning, tho House divi- 
ded, when the motion was lost by 93 to 
thus giving tho Government a majori- 
ty of '27>. 

MARCH 19th. 

Mr. Cartwright moved tho appointment 
of a select committee to report tho be3t 
and most direct route for mails and pns- 
sengors between Canada and Europe. In 
an able speech ho advocated tho establish- 
ment of a line of steamers to connect somo 
point on tho Intercolonial Railway with 
the nearest harbor in Newfoundland; a 
railroad to bo constructed from that 
point (St. George's) to St. John's con- 
necting at that city with a linoof steamers, 
plying between Europe and America. 
This route, he argued, was tho most, di- 
rect and the best that could bo found. He 
believed that such a line would attract 
the greater portion of the travel between 
the two continents, and would give paying 
traffic to the Intercolonial Railway, In 
view of the fact that Newfoundland was 
ospoctpd ere long to become a portion of 
the Dominion, he believed it was advisa- 
ble to deal with this question during tho 
present session, and thus offer an induce- 
ment to that Colony to enter the Con federa- 
tion. 

Sir John A. Macdonald complimented 
the lion, member, and agreed to tho mo- 
tion, which was accordingly passed.

Mr. Staples asked whether it was the 
intention of the Government to grant bet- 
ter terms to the Province of New Bruns- 
wick and Manitoba, and if so, whether it 
is also the intention of tho Government 
to grant better terms to tho Province of

Sir John A. Macdonald said this sub- 
ject was under tho anxious consideration 
of the Government, and they intended 
to submit their conclusions upon this 
subject to the House during tho present 
Session. In that measure he thought tho 
hon. gentleman would find tho interests 
of Ontario would be attended to.

Mr. Mackenzie asked for information 
respecting tho terms agreed upon with 
tho Delegates from Prince Edward Island.

From tho head of boat naviga- 
tion on Skeena River to the Omineca 
River is bit) miles, including two ferries. 

From the head of steamboat navigation 
on Stikeen River to the head waters of the 
Dease and Deloiro Rivers, is about 110 
milcR, with good boat navigation down- 
stream to the mines. The headwaters of 
the Stranger River to the Finlay branch 
can be reached with less difficulty by tho 
Stickeen than by any other route. 

The way these Northern mines have 
been supplied has certainly proved a very 
heavy tax on the miner. If the Govern- 
ment had paid the attention to the coast 
route that it is entitled to, minors would 
have had their supplies for about half 
what they pay at present. Moreover, 
there would have been a groat many mere 
miners in that section of the country, and 
tho country would have been thoroughly 
prospected, when, no doubt, great dis- 
coveries would have boon the result.

— Dispatchos 
from Barcelona say that intelligence 
hay reached there that the town of 
Vergo, which was captured by the 
Carlista on Friday, has been destroyed 
by the Insurgents, who, before apply- 
ing the torch, saturated it with petro- 
leum. The burning of tho town cre- 
ated quite tin excitement at Barcelona. 
Parties assembled in the Btreets in 
large crowds, and disorders are feared. 
The authorities are making every effort 
to allay tho excitement and prevent 
disturbance. Reprisals were threaten- 
ed on tho clergy, as a number are known 
to bo Carlisfcs. Vergo contained an 
hospital and several convents, and had 
over 6,000 inhabitants. 

London, April 3. --The stoamship 
Atlantic was insured by London com- 
panies for $160,000. 

Paris, March 26— -Teresa Gambia, 
Countess Guiccoili, whoso death is an- 
nounced, was of Italian parentage, and 
was born in Ilomagna in 1800. At the ago 
of sixteen she was married to Count Guic- 
coili, an Italian noblemen. She oivra her 
celebrity to her alleged liason with Lord 
Byron in 1820. She wrote a work called 
"My Recollections of Byron." Although 
her own name doos not appear as the 
writer, there appears to bo no doubt as to 
its maternity.
